D a n v i l l e , 111., J u n e6.—John Foulds, 
formerly a m illionaire, w as struck and 
instantly killed by a freight train near 
Hoopeston 
Friday morning.

came to Vermillion county from Scot­

and

Henry 
Olmstead, one of the men whom he 
prosecuted, shot him in the 
brain. 
Foulds became partially insane and 
lost his m agnificent fortune.

Dram Language of the Cameroon*. 
Perhaps nothing more remarkable has 
been the subject of recent investigation 
than the "drum language” of the natives 
of the Cameroons, on the West African 
coast. By means of this wonderful sys­ 
tem of transmitting sounds the most com­ 
plicated messages can be conveyed to vil­ 
lages in the most distant parts. In prac­ 
tising this uniquesystem of sound language 
a peculiarly shaped drum is used. By di­ 
viding the surface of the drum head into 
uneven portions, the instrument, upon be­ 
ing s tru c k , may be made to yield two dis­ 
tin c t notes. 
By th ese, and shortening or 
lengthening th e intervals between each 
note, a code is established with a regular 
sequence of taps, strokes and intervals 
cap ab le of expressing every syllable in their 
p rim itiv e la n g u ag e . 
A ll of th e n ativ es understand this code, 
aud so e lab o ra te is it th a t a chief can by its 
m ean s .sum m on to his presence an y villager 
w hom be d esires to see, in tim a tin g to the 
lu ller a t th e sam e tim e th e purpose for 
w h ich his presence is req u ired . In this 
w ay, too, m essages can be se n t from vil­

I remarked as he 
told the lady nothing serious ailed her 
child. 
I thought all you doctors car­ 
ried a little instrument in your pock­ 
ets made on purpose to hold down the 
tongue?’ 
“ ‘Yes, I W lieve they do; here is 
mine,’ and he handed it to me. 
‘I al­ 
ways carry it, but never use it.

more danger of spreading 
diphtheria by using that little instru­ 
ment than in any other way.

A romantic story of the disinherited 
•cion of one of the most aristocratic of 
South Carolina families, which contains 
the elements of the popular tale of fiction, 
with the thread lost in San Francisco, has 
just come to light. 
The l^ees of Sooth Carolina trace their 
ancestry hack for a couple of centuries. 
One of their great-grandfathers planted his 
cotton seed and tobacco with the pioneers 
of the Carolinas. Each generation added 
to the family possessions, until thirty years 
ago the [lOsseMsions of the Lee estate ex­ 
tended for miles on either side of the old 
family manor house and the planter count­ 
ed hi* slaves with three ciphers. Then the 
war came. The Lee gold was contributed 
generously and the Lee blood flowed freely 
in tile cause of the Confederacy. 
When the end came the Lees, though 
their magnificent estate had been sadly di­ 
minished, found themselves still rich, but, 


c r u s h e d by the failure of the cause for 
which they had sacrificed so much, they 
retired to their country home and lived in 
the exclusiveness of the little world en­ 
compassed by the boundaries of their 
plantation. The years went on, and D. 
McCord Lee, the eldest son and the hope 
of the family, grew to manhood. There 
was a great future intended for the hand­ 
some boy, and money was spent lavishly in 
his education. 
All went well until he met and loved 
pretty Ore to hen Flemming, a young Ger­ 
man maiden of the neighborhood, who bad 
nothing but her beauty and a warm heart 
to exchange for the patrician name and 
wealth of her suitor. Young McCord told 
his father of his attachment for the lowly 
child of the people, and there was a scene. 
The elder Lee stormed, bat to no purpose. 
The son was obstinate and refused to yield 
to family prejudice. 
There were stolen 
meetings and delicious rambles for months 
until McCord, finding he could never gain 
his father’s consent, boldly married the 
girl in the little village church. The mes­ 
alliance was the last straw to the family 
pride of the Lees. The son was disin­ 
herited by his father, and the doors of his 
childhood home were closed upon him for­ 
ever. 
Young Lee determined to make a start 
in the world for himself, and, with his 
young wife, came to San Francisco. That 
was twelve years ago. 
Finely educated, 
bat totally unsuited to the ordinary ways 
of gaining a livelihood, the struggle for ex­ 
istence was hard. Then domestic troubles 
began, and the home of the young couple 
was far from happy. 
Four years ago a 
separation was agreed upon, Mrs. Lee re­ 
turning to Germany, where she soon after 
died. 
Daring all of these years not a word had 
passed between the estranged son and any 
member of his family. 
The father kept 
well his word, and the son was too proud 
to seek a reconciliation. 
After the separation from his wife Lee 
disappeared, leaving no clew by which his 
future could be traced. A few days ago a 
lady of this city, who has been intimate 
with the family since her childhood, re­ 
ceived a letter from the missing man’s 
brother in South Carolina stating that the 
father and mother had died, leaving the 
estate to the children, and asking that the 
lady should make every effort to ascertain 
the wherabonts of D. McCord Lee.—San 
Francisco Chronicle.
